This detailed engineering report will document the plume boundary
and estimated product thickness and provide a recommended ILoca-
tion for a recovery well or wells. We will forward this report
to vou immediately upon receipt by our office.

In the interim, the Commanding General has directed the Fuel Farm
be closed and the tanks and lines drained. BAn iaterim fuel farm
will be established with all environmental precautions to pre~
clude further contamination. We have programmed a permanernt
replacement facility for the fuel farm and will keep vou abreast
of developments in the design and construciion process as it
unfolds.
